1 . In response to the applicant's argument that the "predetermined performance 
parameters" of Fuglevand do not change an operational state of the fuel cell as required 
by the present claims, the operational state of the fuel cell, i.e. on/off, is changed in 
response to the predetermined performance parameters of Fuglevand by determining 
whether to turn the fuel cell on or off. Therefore, the present claims still read on the 
Fuglevand reference because the "predetermined performance parameters" taught by 
Fuglevand is equivalent to the "predetermined operation pattern" of the applicant. 
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
